SECRETARY’S REPORT : (Chris Palmer): Chris 
read the minutes from the May meeting, which were 
accepted with corrections re: the cost/member of the 
Christmas party. 


TREASURER’S REPORT (Jim Huffman): Per 
Jim, our starting bank balance (as of 5/1/23) was 
$44,329.13. After a $215 deposit (from auction + 
membership monies received in May) & checks is- 
sued of $24 to Oakstone (cookies) plus $100.80 to 
Gerry Tebben (postage), the ending bank balance (as 
of 5/31/23) was $44,419.33.
